Continue this 
process for the third lyric line, fourth lyric line and so on. 

8. Clicking [ADD] next to a lyric line that already has a timestamp adds an additional timestamp to that lyric line. This means the lyric line 
will scroll across MOJO's LCD more than once during song playback. This can be handyfor choruses and other lyrics that repeat. For 
instance, you only have to type in the chorus once, but can make it scroll on the display each time it repeats. 

9. Press STOP [ ■ ] when you're done. 

\ 
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10. When you've finished adding timestamps, play the MP3 file. This will allow you to check how accurately the lyrics are synced to the 
music. LyricSync's display simulator reflects the times at which the lyrics will scroll across MOJO's LCD. 

11. Edit the timestamps of any lyric lines that aren't correctly synced. Right click on thetimestamp (example: [ 03:16 ]) for the lyric line 
you wish to re-sync, the select EDIT. This will open the TIMESTAMP EDIT Window. Enter the new time to which you would like to sync the 
lyric line. For example, you might change [ 03:16 ] to [ 03:18 ], if the lyric line started earlier than desired. 

12. Click PLAY in the Timestamp Edit Wndow to begin playback at the time shown in the window. This procedure is very useful for checking 
how accurately a line is synced. If the sync seems off, reopen the Timestamp Edit Window, adjust the time, and click PLAY again to 
check it. Repeat until the sync is correct. 

13. When finished, save the file by clicking SAVE LYRICS.
